Preservation of IloiKjiK-ts. 


A florist of iiiuuy years' experience 


gives the following recipe for preserv- 
ing bouquets: When you receive a bou- 
quet, Bpriiikle it lightly with fresh wa- 
ter; theu put it into ft vosfiel containing 
some soapsuds, which nourish the roots 
and keep the flowers as bright us now. 
Take the bouquet onfc of th6 suds every 
morning and lay it sideways in fresh 
water, the stalk entering first into tho 
water. Keep it there a minute or two; 
then take the flowers out and sprinkle 
it lightly by the hand with pure water. 
Replace tho bouquet^ in the soapsuds, 
and the flowers will" bloom as fresh as 
whou first gathered. Tho soapsuds need 
to bo changed every third day.. By ob- 
serving these rules a bouquet cau ho 
kept bright and beautiful for at leaab 
one month and will last still longer in 
a very passable state, but tho attention 
to the fair and frail creatures, as direct- 
ed above, must be strictly observed.—

Rubber is one of tbo most staple uu 


useful articles iu moderu ufio. There nr 
but fow uses to which tho wouilorfu 
product cannot bo put. It can bo mail 
as pliable us putt)- or an bard us \vooi 
aud is just us adopted for UBO us u b 
piii us for a golf ball or a vruterproo 
juoket. Few people, however, aro us ft 
uiiliar with Iho process of lunuufnctur 
as with tbo product itsolf. 


The larger part of our rubber good 


comes froui Brazil, which is (bo grcal 
cst rubber producing Country Ju tb 
world. Hero, of course, rubber worker 
handle their elastic material with ai 
euso and celerity which is a rovclatioi 
to the man who lias wasted tho grcatc 
part of u forenoon trying toinend u holi 
in his punctured tiro. Although Un 
larger part of rubber manufacturing ii 
riouo by machinery ihuxo is ulill couBid 
erable done by baud. In making up 
goods for druggists, stationers and sur 
gical supplies tho best grades of Pan 
rubber, tho best iu tbo world, are gcu 
erally used. 


Tho ordinary commercial rubber ii 


gray, but its coloring ia an easy matter 
This la done by niechauically rubs' 
with tho rubber, nfter it is washed am 
dried, different kinds of pigments—ox 
ido of zinc for white, lampblack for 
black, golden sulphurct of antimony foi 
yellow and vermilion for red. Tho rub 
ber mixed with tho pigment is rui 
through heavy steam heated rollers into 
thin sheets. 


Tho making of rubber bands is a sim- 


ple process. Thiu sheets of pure gun: 
are wrapped around a form until it is 
shaped into a fiat tube of tho requircr 
thickness. This tube is then vulcanized, 
when it is shipped off the form and run 
through a machine, which uutu it cross- 
wise into strips. 


Rubber erasers contain finely pow- 


dered puinieo stouo or emery duwt. Tho 
abrasive miitoiials are mixed with tho 
rubber incchauically, which in thcu 
molded into shape aud vulcanized un- 
der steam bent. 


One of tho most interesting processes 


in tho manufacture of rubber goods is 
that of bulbs. Long bulbs, such as syr- 
inges and atomizers, are inndo fiiom two 
pieces of rubber, but round bulbs, such 
as pumps and balls, are "made from 
three pieces. For cutting tho rubbei 
ziuo or galvanized iron patterns nro 
used. 
Considerable euro is necessary 


in this, as the strength of tho stain de- 
pends upon tho smooth fitting of tbo 
edges. The three parts for hollow balls 
may, however, bo cut with a dio. If the

After the rubber is cut into the proper 


parts it is then brushed with cement tho 
whole Icugtli of the fikivcd edges and 
thoroughly heated. Tho bulbmakor then 
;akes the eoftcucd rubber, and tuk- 
ug n prepared peg places tho neck 
on one piece on one side of tho rubber 
coro and another neck piece on tho op- 
loeite Bide, thou presses them firmly to- 
{cther, ami, rolling the whole tube 
fihnped piece between thumb uud fore- 
iuger, has finished thoueckof the bulb. 
L'he nest process is that of knitting tho 
edges which form the scam. This in 
douo by holding tho finished neck to- 
ward the operator iu his left hand, 
virile with the thumb and forefinger of 
ho right he pinches tho edges firmly 
ogother for nearly the whole- distance 
irouud. Iiilo tho sido aperture, which 
a left open, is poured a littlo water or 
iquid ammonia. Tho opening is then 
made Btill smaller, and as a final touch 
rho maker puts his lips to the orifice and 
iJowa full and hard .into tbe bulb. Tho 
oftoued rubber under tins pressure ex- 
muds, tho flattened shape is lost iu a 
ullor and more rounded outline, while 
ho operator, with a quick uip of his 
eeth, closes (he opening, tho imprisoned 
air and water holding tho sides apart in 
ynmiotrical corpulency. 


Tho partly imule bu3b is now passed 


ou to (he turners, who, armed with acis- 
ors with curved blades, carefully circle 
he seams, cutting away all uuevennesB, 
ill tho whole exterior is ready for tho 
mold. 


Tho bulbs, us BOOU as they leivra tho 


trimmers' hands, are laid in shallow 
pans filled with chalk When taken 
from hero, they are carefully dusted 
with talc, BO that the rubber will not 
adhere to tho inside of tho mold. A 
mold worker thou takes one-half of the 
mold iu his left ir^ulimd with his right 
gently forces a bulb into it, capping it 
With tbo second half. Each bulb, if tho 
pattern worker is skillful, will iit its 
mold; otherwise tho finished bulb is apt 
to bo imperfect. 


Tho molds are run upon email tracks 


iuto the vulcauizt'r. After they havo 
bceu cured a sufficient time tbo vulcau- 
izera are opened and tho cans uro run 
under an ordinary shower bafh, which 
quickly cools them. They arc then tui- 
keyed, tho molds twisted open and tho 
bulbs taken out. If tho work bo well 
done, the swelling of tho liquid within 
its rubber prison has exerted so intense 
n forco that every line and letter within 
tho mold is reproduced upon tho outside 
of the bulb, while thy sulphur, combin- 
ing with tho heat, accomplishes tho 
vulcanization. 


Tho final process takes place in tho 


cylinder room, where in slowly revolv- 
ing tumbling barrels the-bulb undergoes 
e thorough scouring. When taken out 
of tho cylinders, tho dirty yellow color 
which tbo bulbs bore on leaving tho 
mold 1ms disappeared, nun they are now 
(smooth, white uud finished. Tho neck 
boiug cut off tho required length, tho 
bulb is ready for market or for tho vari- 
ous fittings whioh accompany it as ad- 
juncts to the syringe or atomizer.—

The Glories of a Voyage From 


Twin Springs to Sti 
, 
Joseph. 


PRETTY SCENERY ALL THE WAY. 


The Trip Has An Especial Charm 


for Fishermen but All 


Relish It. 


Where is a fnirur Ituid than one glides 


through who cinburks in a row boat at 
Twin Springs and idly drifts with the 
cuprieiGiis current ot the St. Joseph river 
until Iho blue witters of Luke Michupm 
danco iu sight? 


Two weeks «go such a voyago WHS a 


glimpse of heaven. At present the foliage 
hits been stripped of its dress of autumnal 
beauty nad is brown and wierd. But withal 
there is u charm about the lui'knutioly 
woodlands along the banks that entertains 


you, 
mid as you glido uloiiir, your bout now 


hurrying through playful eddies mid then 
suddenly rusting on the calm bosom of ti 
deep pool, you cun fancy youreelf iu a 
newly urcaled world. 


It is not an uncommon thing for St. Jos- 


eph anglers to launch their row bouts ut 
Twin Springs in tho morning and iirrivu in 
St. Joseph in time to join- thu family ut 
supper, covering the 10-inile serpentine 
courso that the river pursues in twelve 
hours. The boat is loaded into a lumber 
wagon Uio night before and tho fishermen, 
usually two in number, are driven across 
tlio L-ountry to the residence of Farmer 
Brown, a large, homely but kindly looking 
farm house, situated on a slight elevation 
overlooking the rivor ut Twin Springs. 
The party seldom leaves St. Joseph before 
8 o'clock and it is usually about 11 o'clock 
when ihe Brown mansion is reached, thu 
distance beiuj? 10 miles, and if tho driver 
has been inconsiderate yon feel a sense of 
mmbness along your spinal column, pro- 
duced by three hours of continuous jolting. 


Landlord Brown, who, by the way, is 


always prepared to furnish accommodation, 
his house being built with a view to enter- 
taining raftsmen and other varieties of 
rivor navigators, will give you a warm 
welcome. At C o'clock in tho morning, if 
you are an ambitious angler, you will nave 
your lunch, fishing tackle, etc., (every 
fisherman knows what "etc." is) stored 
away in the boat aud complete preparations 
for the trip made. 


Slowly the boat drifts out into the current. 


Here a tree lias lost its anehorings and lies 
partly submerged in. the water. 
Pieces 


of driftwood have accumulated until a sub- 
itantial dam has bueu formed. Your boat 
is anchored and a live minnow delicately 
hooked is stealthily dropped into the pool 
beneath the logs. You have but a moment 
to wait. The line is drawn taut -and the 
reel is set in rapid motion. A sudden jerk 
and your game is hooked 
This experience 


is repeated until 25 or 50 black bass dangle 
from a string. 


Every fisherman in St. Joseph knows 


where Llie fish, are tho most pleni-Hul and as 
the current carries him along from one 
lUhing ground to another lie has time to 
enjoy the rapturous scenery which every- 
where abounds. Here a high bluil clothed 
in pines gives the landscape a dignified ap- 
pearanco and you look with awe upon the 
scene. Suddenly you are whirled around 
a curve in the treacherous course of the 
river and the first glimpse of civilization 
which yon have ooUiined in hours is given 
you. In bewildering eontras, to the shift- 
ing scenes of natural picturesqueness ap- 
pears a farm house. 
Orchards of pear and 


>cach trees, viceyards on the terraced Jiill- 
eides, all bring you back to a realization 
that you are not in dreamland. 


Cottages and summer inns where the 


tired tourists seek health and recreation re- 
pose upon the banks, 
enlivening and 


variegating tho scene. At noon the boat is 
beached and from its depth tfie lunch 
basket is produced. The sparkling waters 
of a spring babble down to the river atyour 
feet and all around you are stately forest 
trees. If it is late in autumn and there is 
a tinge of crispness in the atmosphere, u 
fire is kindled from faggots easily at hand 
and what will be remembered as the most 
delightful moment of your life will bo ex- 
perienced under these conditions. 


During the afternoon the fish are not 


lured from iheir native haunts. The fisher- 
men are tired o£ the sport and sit dreamily 
gazing upon the fleeting landscapes as the 
boat lazily glides along with the four-mile- 
an-hour current of the river. Night over- 
takes you when within sight of St. Joseph, 
and if you have been unusually idle the last 
three miles of tho distance will bo enjoyed 


L the moonlight. 
However small the day's catch lifts been, 


if you are created with the least bit of 
poetry in your soul you will feel compen- 
sated for having neglected your business a 
day to sail from Twin Springs to St. 
Joseph.
